Dispatch,) The Sun’s Manila cable- 
gram of April 4, 8:10 p.m., says that 
Gen. MacArthur’s division still re- 
mains at Malolos. The Montana 
regiment, with two guns and a de- 
tachment of cavalry, all under com- 
mand of Lieut.-Col, Wallace, made a 
recomnoissance in force today in 
the direction of Calumpit. The 
country was thoroughly scoured. 
About a thousand rebels were found 
a few miles from Calumpit. Our 
troops attacked the Filipinos, who 
made a short defense and ‘then scat- 
tered. It was useless to pursuc 
them, so the Americans returned to 
Malolos. In the skirmish we lost 
one man killed and four wouaded, 
In searching through a building 
in Malolos, which was formerly oc- 
cupied by the treasury department 
of the insurgents, but which is now

“MYSTERIOUS INTRIGUES.” 


Fool Story Cohcocted by the Junta 
at Hongkong. 
[ASSOCIATED ‘PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
HONGKONG, April 4.—[By Asiatic 
Cable.] The Filipino junta has issued 
another of the extradordinary state- 
ments, which have been features of 
the newspaper campaign directed from 
here by the agents of Aguinaldo. In 
the present instance the rebel agents 
claim to have obtained their ‘‘informa- 
tion from American sources at Manila.” 
They assert the existence of “myste- 
rious intrigues’ between the Vatican, 
Maj,-Gen. Wesley Merritt, President 
McKinley, Maj.-Gen. Elwell S. Otis, 
and Archbishop Ireland, “leading to 
the latter’s journey to Rome.” Con- 
tinuing, the Filipino: statement says: 
“The Paulist fathers’ actions prior 
to the fall of Manila were suspicious. 
Now, in conjunction with Archbishop 
Nozaledas, who is intimate with Gen. 
Otis, they are endeavoring to procure 
the former ascendance of the church 
in the Philippines, hence they are sus- 
taining Gen. Otis, who, as a Catholic, 
has refused to obey the Washington 
orders and transfer the command of 
his forces to Gen. Lawton, because he 
wishes to remain in power and aszist 
the church to recover its real estate.” 
“The Paulist policy is more subtle 
than that of the Jesuits, and unless 
they are promptly recalled, they will 
work further mischief. The Philip- 
pines are a valuable hunting ground 
for the church, hence the Titantic ef- 
forts to maintain its supermacy.” 
AFTER BACKBONE’S BROKEN. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, April 4.—No disap- 
pointment was expressed at the War 
Department today because Gen. Otis 
had made no report. It was taken to 
mean thet negotiations were progress- 
ing well, and that the conditions indi-

fully convinced that the backbone of 
the insurrection is broken, and while 
there may be raids from time to time 
by bands of marauders, the main body 
of troops will surrender.

Present Choice for > for Anti-quay Sen- 
ators and Members at Harrisburg.

John Stewart of Chandlersburg, is the 
present choice of the anti-Quay Re- 
publican Senators and members for 
United States Senator.

HONGKONG, April 4.—Capt. Francis 
Henry Mey, superintendent of the

Loon Hinterland, although placards 
have been posted inciting the people to 
stop the British from surveying there, 
though the British officials have re- 
turned to Hongkong, owing to the 
threatening attitude of the Chinese. 

Capt. Mey reports that a number of 
surveyors’ sheds have been burned and 
that the villagers were so aggressive 
that he was forced into concealment 
at night, and had to return to Hong- 
kong in daylight. Troops are being 
held in readiness for an emergency. 


DETROIT STREET RAILWAYS. 


Effort Toward Municipal Ownership 
Meets With a Rebuaff. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 


DETROIT (Mich.,) April 4.—Mayor 
Maybury tonight vetoed the resolution 
of the Common Council appointing 
Gov. Pingree and two other citizens, 
commissioners to purchase and operate 
the street railroads of Detroit for the 
city. The Mayor insists that he favors 
municipal ownership, but he alleges 
that the act empowering the Council 
to appoint this commission is void. 

After the Mayor’s veto message had 
been read it was ordered printed in the 
journal and laid on the table. Alder- 
man Beamer, who had been one of the 
bitterest opponents of municipal own- 
ership, stated to the Aldermen that he 
had secured a legal decision from good 
authority that the Mayor had no legal 
right to veto the resolution. There will 
undoubtedly be a legal battle over the 
veto. 

No action to test the constitutionality 
of the McLeod law has been begun by 
opponents of the municipal ownership 
plan, pending action on the Mayor's 
veto. The street-railway managers to- 
day replied to the commissioner's let- 
ter of yesterday. The reply has not 
been made public, but it is known that 
the companies are prepared to open ne- 
gotiations with the city toward event- 
ual municipal ownership.

Philippine people. and their elevation 
and advancement to a position among 
the most civilized people of the world, 
Continuing, the proclamation says: 

“The President believes this fel city 
and perfection of the Philipp ne people 
will be brought about by the cultiva- 
tion of letters, science, and the liberal 
and practical arts, by the enlargement 
of intercourse with foreign nations, 
the expansion for industrial pursuits 
by trade, and commerce by the mul- 
! tiplication and improvement of means 
of international communication and by 
the development of the great natural 
resources of the archipelago. 

“Unfortunately, these pure aims and 
purpose of the American government 
and people have been misinterpreted 
to somé of the inhabitants of certain 
islands and, in consequence, the 
friendly American forces without 
provocation or cause have ‘been: openly 
attacked. Why these hostilities? What 
do the best Filipinos desire? Can it be 
more than the United States is ready 
to give? They say they are patriots and 
want liberty.

CHICAGO, April 4.—Carter H. Hare 
rison was reélected Mayor of ‘Chicago 


today by_a total vote of 146,914, against 


108,304 for Zeina Carter, the Repub- 
lican candidate, and 45,401 for John 
P. Altgeld, the Independent Democrat- 
ic candidate. Harrison's pluality is 
39,619. In the last mayorality election, 
Harrison was elected by a vote of 148,- 
000 against 59,342 for Sears, the regular 
Republican nominee, and 69,637 for Har- 
lan the Independent Republican. 

The Democrats have elected their 
candidates for the town offices in the 
north and west towns, the Republicans 
carrying the south ‘towns, although 
the final count may take this from 
them. The returns at midnight, how- 
ever, indicate that they have a safe 
majority. 

The vote from the wards shows as 
far as it has been counted that the 
Republicans have elected fourteen Al- 
dermen and the Democrats nine. The > 
contest in several of the wards is very ~ 
close, and the official count will prob- 
ably be necessary to determine the re- 
sult. The City Council has been com- 
posed of forty-five Democrats and 
twenty-three Republicans, and the 
Democrats. will. with a doubt 
retain a working majority. 

The election was entirely upon local 
issues, no element Jf wational politics 
entering into the campaign. The firm 
stand taken by Mayor Harrison against 
the proposed fifty-year extension of 
the street-car franchise was a strong 
element of his popularity and gained 
him many votes from the Republican 


‘party, besides holding closely to him 


many of the Democratic party who 
might have cast their votes for the 
independent candidate. Another fact 
that drew to him many Republican 
votes was the existing opposition to 
the Republican machine among the 
rank and file of the Republican party. 
Thousands of votes were cast for Har- 
rison that would have been received by 
Carter, the Republican nominee, had 


} not the latter been backed by the ma- 


chine politicians. Several independent 
and Republican papers supported Har- 
rison, among them the Times-Herald 
and Post, which have been known as 
McKinley organs. 

The election revealed some remarka- 
ble changes in the Republican vote, 
particularly in the strong Republican 
wards, where the shifting to the Dem- 
ocratic candidate was very marked. In 
the Third Ward, which has always been 
a Republican stronghold, and in which 
the Democrats were not able to secure 
a candidate this year, so sure was the 
party of defeat, Harrison received a 


election this ward cast a total of 3423 
Republican votes, divided between 
Sears, the regular Republican nominee, 
and Harlan, the independent Repub- 
lican candidate, against 2524 for Harri- 
son.

SHE SAILS INTO COURT TO BE 
TRIED FOR MURDER. 


Assistant Prosecuting Attormey Ob- 
jects to Proceeding Without the 
Presence of a Missing Boy Wit- 

nems—Defense Challenges the 
Special Jary Venire. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CANTON (0O.,) April 4.—Although set 
for 8:30 o'clock, it was after o’clock 
when the court opened for the trial 
of Mrs. Anna George on an indictment 
for the murder of George D. Sexton, 
_-brother of Mrs. McKinley, on the 
evening of October 7, 1898. 

Mrs. George was atcompanied by her 
17-year-old son, Newton, and Mrs. Sid- 
dinger, of Alliance, her friend. She 
was stylishly gowned in a bright blue 
storm serge with lighter blue silk trim- 
mings, a stylish hat of black plumes 


of white flowers. She wore a black 
feather boa and brown kid gloves. Al-, 
though a little pale, she was looking 
well, and gave undivided attention to 
the proceedings. . 

An hour was given over to technical 
formalities. J. J. Grant, was formally 
appointed as assistant prosecuting af- 
torney, and obected to proceeding 
without the presence of Russell Hogan, 
a 12-year-old boy witness, whom the 
Sheriff could not find and who is 
wanted on both sides. It is admitted 
thet if present he would testiby as be- 
fore the Coroner, and as set forth in his 
affidavit. 

At the Corner’s inquest young Ho- 
wan testified that he saw a person in 
black come from the Althouse property 
just after the shooting, and pass on the. 
| opposite side of the street. He did not 
know whether it was a man or a wo- 
man, ‘He said he could not tell whether 
it was Mrs. Althouse of Mrs. George. 

Prosecutor Pomerene said he was em- 
barrassed .by the absence of this wit- 
ness. as well as by attorneys of Mrs. 
Althouse and Peter Quinn, but would 
not ask continuance on that ground. He 
did not believe Hogan; properly ques- 
tidned, would testify as at first.

States Have Agreed on the 
Commission Method, 


ENGLAND IS A LITTLE SHY.

DETAILS MUST BE SETTLED ERE 
SHE LOSSENS UP. 


Von Holleben Calls Upon Pauacefote 
and Sir Julian Goes to Hay. 
Kaiser’s Foreign Office on 
the Negotiations. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—The Ger- 
man Ambassador, Dr. von Holleben, 
accompanied by Dr. Wilhelm Solf, the 
newly-appointed president of the mu- 
nicipal Council of Samoa, called at the 
British Embassy today and had an 
agreeable meeting with the British 
Ambassador, Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
and Mr. Elliott of the embassy staff. 
The visit was mainly social in char- 
acter, but it served to bring about that 
better understanding in regard to Sa- 
moa, Which all three powers are anx- 
lous to have take place. 

Later in the day Sir Julian called 
at the State Department and had a 
talk with Secretary Hay. It was at 
once conjectufed that the Ambassador 
came to signify the formal acceptance 
of Great Britain of the plan of ap- 
pointing a commission. This Was cor- 
rect only in part.. While the British 
government has approved the general 
principle of a commission, yet the de- 
tails as to the power of the commis- 
sion remain to be settled before the 
British acceptance of a concrete pro- 


posal is given. 


On the other hand, the report, from 
an unauthoritative Berlin quarter, that 
Germany has decided not to accept the 
commission plan, is equally mislead- 
ing. The status is that the principle 
of the commission is accepted by all | 
three countries, but that the British 
government withholds formal. approval 
of the commission itself until all the 
details of its authority are determined, 
This, it is explained, is in no sense a 
delay of acceptance, for no one gov- 
ernment has offered something which 
the others must accept or reject. In- 
stead of that, all three are moving 
forward in the most agreeable spirit 
toward a common understanding, each 
making its suggestions for the better- 
ment of the plan, and no one laying. 
down certain limitations which . the 
others must accept or reject. : 

Baron von Buelow, the German Min. 
ister of Foreign Affairs, returned to 
Berlin yesterday for the express pur- 
pose of meeting the British Ambassa- 
dor, and clearing up the details which 
Lord Salisbury wishes to have settled 
in advance. There is every indication 
that the matter will be satisfactorily 
closed before the end of the week, 
and the High Commission be an ac- 
complished fact by that time. The 
question. of details is still open, as is 
aiso that of majority decision of the 
commission. 

The German governméfit has infor- 
mally signified whom it will apovoint 
as the German member of the com- 
mission. He is to have the rank of 
Consul-General and is to be an official 
familiar with Samoan affairs, not, how- 
ever, Consul Rose of Samoa or Dr. 
Rosenthal, the German Consul-General 
at San Francisco. 

GERMAN OFFICIAL’S STATEMENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

BERLIN, April 4.—Dr. von Hamelin, 
under secretary of the German Foreign 
Office,. was asked today for a state- 
ment regarding the charge made by 
Admiral Kautz, U.S.N., against Herr 
Rose, the German Consul at Apia, Sa- 
moa, 

He said: “That is Admiral Kautz’s 
view. The other view is that the whole 
trouble came by others interfering in 
the royal election. We have no official 
news about Herr Rose having issued 
a proclamation. We cannot. tell what 
its contents are. Impartial as we have 
been in Dy. Raffel’s case, I can say 
that if Herr Rose issued a provocative 
proclamation, we shall disavow it. 
That Herr Rose protested at the Con- 
suls’ meeting, we know, but that is a 
different thing from a proclamation.” 

When he was questioned as to the 
status of negotiations on the subject 
of Samoa, Von Hamelin remarked: 

“Dr. von Buelow, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has shortened his leave 
and returned to Berlin, because he de- 
sired to carry on the negotiatiogs him- 
self.

Accompanied «by Secretary 
Hay, he was received by the President, 
the latter expressing the earnest hope 
that Dr. Solf might be successful in 
his new field of action. Later, Dr. 
Solf called at the British Embassy and 
a pleasant exchange of views occurred. 
Assistant Secretary of State Cridler 
also had a meeting with Dr. Solf to go 
over some of the technical details of 
the Samoan question. These several 
conferences were important mainly in 
showing the harmony with which the 
officials of the three governments are 

proceeding on Samoa. 

Dr. Solf was asked by an Associated 
Press representative as to his visit to 
London en route here, and the general 
feeling entertained in British official 
circles. He said he had met Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for 
Colonial Affairs, and Mr. Villiers, Un- 
der Secretary Of State, whose special 
province is Samoa. Their expressions 
were most friendly, and a. general sen- 
timent was evidenced to have an end 
to the perplexing differences over 
Samoa. The doctor expressed the hope 
that the press reports on the questions 
raised by the British authorities re- 
garding the details of the high com- 
mission would not prove true, as the 
German and American authorities 
seemed to be so near to a conclusion of 
the difficulties that it was greatly to be 
hoped that those details of a really 
formal nature would not too long de- 
fer a full and satisfactory settlement.

Proposed Festival for the Laying of 
the Cornerstone.

CHICAGO, April 4.—Postmaster Gor- 
don has returned from the East and 
announced the results of his efforts in 
behalf of the cornerstone festival of 
the new postoffice which will be held on 


Chicago day, October, 1899. On behalf 


of the Parade Committee Dr. Gordon 
secured the promise of Gen. Wesley 
Merritt to act as grand marshal and 
of Gen. Joseph Wheeler to act as the 
commander of one division of the great 
parade. On behalf of the Banquet 
Committee he secured Secretary Long 
as one of the speakers, and got Jus- 
tice.

He in- 
duced Postmaster-General Smith to 
promise an address at the laying of the 
cornerstone. He vited Chief Justice 
Fuller to deliver’an oration on that 
occasion, and he will do so if he re- 
turns in time from the Venezuela com- 
mission’s session in Paris. Mr. Gor- 
don’s invitation in order to attend the 
exercises was accepted by Senators 
Chandler of New Hampshire, Daniels 
of Virginia, Jones of Nevada and War- 
ren of Wyoming, Adjt.-Gen. Corbin, 
Postmaster Van Horne of New York, 
Postmaster Knight of Richmond, Va., 
Gov. Tyler of Virginia and Henry Wat- 
terson. 

Mr. Gordon is making a vigorous 
effort to have the Rough Riders at- 
tend the ceremonies in a body.

‘EUREKA, April 4.—One of the worst 
wrecks, considered from the standpoint 
of loss of life, in the history of Hum- 


boldt Bay, took place today. The 
little steamer Chilkat, with ‘nineteen 
souls on board, left Eureka at 10 


o’clock; . Before noon she was upside. 


down on the bar and ten of her human 
freight were no nfore. Of the nine- 
teen on the vessel, thirteen comprised 
the officers and crew and six were pas- 
sengers. Of the passengers two were 
seved:and four lost, and of the trew, 
seven were saved’ and six lost. 

The saved passengers were H. Smith 
of Scotia, Cal., and W. C. Morsér of 
Oakland. He had been working near 
Ferndale for several months. The lost 
passengers are M. O. Buzan, Peter 
Frye, E. O’Brien and E. J. Boland. 
Buzan was a tight-rope performer, 
and it is supposed that his home was in 
San Francisco. Frye was manager of 
a@ creamery at Ferndale, and was a 
well-known citizen of this county. E. 
O’Brien was going to San Francisco to 
fill a situation. E. J. Boland was a 
printer, 

The members of the crew saved 
were: Peter Jensen, mate; William 
Backwood, chief engineer; Clyde Light- 
ner. first assistant engineer; T. C. Bo- 
hall :.steward; William Grip, fireman; 
Peter Hansen, fireman; William Black, 
seaman, | 

Capt. F. B. Anderson was master of 
the vessel. His home is in San Fran- 
cisco. He had a wife, but no child- 
ren. Of the people saved, six got 
away. ina boat and were picked up by 
the steamer North Fork, which passed 
out just ahead of the Chilkat. They 
were carried on to San Francisco and 
will reach there tomorrow. 

The names of all the seamen lost 
are not yet known. The drowned in- 
clude. however, the captain, F. B. An- 
derson, the second officer, name un- 
known; -E. C. Capolla, cook, and A. 
Johnson, seaman. 

Three men aashed ashore on werck- 
age were taken out of the water by 
the men at the life-saving station, and 
are now in this city. They are Mate 
Jensen, Fireman Hansen.and Passen- 
ger Morser. From them the cause of 
the wreck was learned. 

The Chilkat was almost over the bar 
when a big sea struck her forward. 
carried away the wheelhouse and the 
wheel, disabling her steering gea? and 
smashed .her «upper. works generally. 
- The captain called for a block to try 
a temporary steering gear, but before 


anything could’ be done, the helpless 


boat fell. into the trough of the sea, 
and the: men came piling up from be- 
low 4with the information that the 


bake» had poured down below, and 
put out the fires: The ship was en- 
tirely helpless, and another. breaker 
went over her. Everybody got up on 
the hurricane deck, and an attempt 
was made to get the small boats clear, 
The breakers followed each other fast, 
and the fourth and fifth ones struck 
. the ship in such a way as to turn her 
-upside:down: It is believed the men 
rescued by the North Fork managed 
to get one of the small boats adrift 
after the steamer went over. Morser 
says he saw no boat Jaunched; that 
there was not time before they were 
all in the water. . 
Morser tells a graphic tale of the 
buffeting he received. -The Chilkat 
was loaded with shingles, lumber and 
butter. The water was covered with 
this wreckage, and time and_ time 
again, Morser was knocked from the 
plank to which he was clinging. His 
watch was stopped at 41:24, indicating 
that was the exact time at which the 
Chilkat went over. There was plenty 
of water where the vessel wes wrecked. 
After, turning turtle, she drifted north- 
erly and finally struck, the  heach 
‘about a mile and a half from the spot 
of the accident. She now lies a couple 
of hundred yards off shore in the mid. 
dle of the breakers, with only the top 
-of her hull showing. She is breaking 
up rapidly.

Executive Committee Resigns and a 
New One is Elected—The Old One

for Gov.-Gen,. Brooke,

HAVANA, April 4.—[By West Indian 
Cable.] The Cuban military assembly 
this afternoon voted to disband the 
army and to dissolve. The voting was 
21 in favor against 1 opposed.

Brooke.

PENSION HUNTERS. 


Regiments Which Saw Lenst Serv- 
ice Ask for Most Money. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, April 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Washington spe- 
cial says Commissioner of Pensions H. 
Clay Evans’has prepared a schedule of 
the number of applications for pensions 
filed by the various regiments that 
served in the Spanish war up to March 
31. The number of claims does not ap- 
pear to bear any relation to the amount 
of active service seen. by the soldiers, 
as several regiments that were con- 
stantly in the front of battle are not 
included in the list of those presenting 
the largest number of claims, while 
others that saw comparatively little 
active service are making the largest 
demands. 

The Thirty-fourth Michigan Volun- 
teer Infantry has filed more applica- 
tions than any other regiment of vol- 
unteers or regulars. Three hundred 
and ninety-eight officers and men are 
looking for public funds, being one out 
of every three soldiers in that organ- 
ization. This regiment was in Gen. 
Duffield’s brigade in Cuba. The sec- 
ond and third on the list are the First 
District of Columbia Volunteers and 
the Eighth Ohio, ‘‘the President's own,” 
neither of which landed in Cuba until 
after the fighting was practically over. 
The District of Columbia regiment filed 
352 applications and the Eighth Ohio 
only three less, or 349. The Thirty- 
third Michigan, which has brigaded 
with the Thirty-fourth Michigan and 
the Ninth Massachusetts, comes forth 
with 319 claims and the Second Massa- 
chusetts, with 317 applications, stands 
fifth. | 

When asked to give the names of of- 
ficers who had applied for pensions, 
Commissioner Evans positively refused 
-to do so, saying that he did not want 
any animosities stirred up among the 
men of the regiments. He also refused 
to specify the- percentage of officers 
and of men who had applied for pen- 
sions, or to give any further statistics.

He. con- 
secrated his son to art. He initiated

and his own pictures of saints and holy 
families, touched with sincere piety and 


delicate refinement, made an inefface- 
_able impression on Raphael, 


and de- 


termined his style. He was left by his 


figure. 


disbeliever of the sacred mysteries he 
painted: but he was too great ah artist 
to be false artistically to His ideas of 
art. The Umbrian school was a sin- 
cere school of religious painting, and 
there could have been nothing better 
for Raphael than to begin as He did. 
It did not harm his originality and af- 
forded a genial moid for its dévelop- 
ment. His apprenticeship was one of 
constant effort, as his early sketches 
and notebooks show. His life was 
that of a worker, so that he died young, 
worn out with excessive labor. He 
did not trust to a facile inspiration, he 
did not repeat himself and fall back 
on old designs, or on his reputation, as 
his master did, but created new things, 
striving for something higher itn hfs 
conception of perfect beauty. 

The most characteristic of Raphael's 
earliest pictures—in his first style, as 
it is called, but ineffably, sweet—is ‘the 


small painting -of the “Knight’s Vis- 
ion,.”’ now in the National Gatlery et 
London.

ing on his shield under a laurel tree. 
Two beautiful women stand on either

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THE PHILIPPINE PROCLAMATION. 

A proclamation has been issued to 
the inhabitants of the Philippine Isl- 
ands by the commissioners sent by 
the government of the United States 
to those islands for the purpose of 
studying the conditions existing there, 
and outlining a system of government 
adapted.to the needs of the people. 
The essential parts of the proclama- 
tion are given in the dispatches this 
morning. In a general way, they may 
be said to express the policy of this 
government toward the Filipinos, so 
far as that policy has been formu- 
lated. The commissioners, while en- 
dowed with a large degree of dis- 
cretionary. power in dealing with the 
problems presented, are acting under 
general instructions from the Presi- 
dent, and the proclamation issued is 
in effect a «proclamation from the 
President to the inhabitants of the 
islands. 

The terms which are offered to the 
Filipinos are generous in the extreme. 
They are assured of the friendship and 
protection of the United States, of 
civil and religious liberty, of a stable 
government, of “home rule” in the 
broadest sense of the.term, of reduced 
taxation, of the establishment of a 
general school system, of the construc- 
tion of roads, railroads, and other 
means of transportation and communi- 
cation, of the general development of 
the country and the promotion of for- 
eign and domestic trade, of the thor- 
ough and prompt administration of 
justice—in short, they are assured that 
the President and the people of the 
United States desire to benefit, not to 
oppress them, and that the reforms 
promised will be put into practical 
operation in the near future, and that, 
so far as practicable, the inhabitants 
of the Philippines will be called upon 
to participate in the reforms to be 
inaugurated. 

The.one condition precedent to the 
realization of the benefits to be con- 
ferred upon these people is expressed 
in the first specific clause of the proc- 
lamation, as follows: “The supremacy 
of the United States must and will be: 
enforced throughout every part of the 
archipelago, and those who resist , it 
can accomplish no end other than their 
own ruin.” There can be no doubt 
whatever as to the exact meaning of 
these words. The sooner this meaning 
is understood and-appreciated through- 
out the islands the better it will be for . 
all concerned. It is absolutely neces- 
Sary that our authority shall be fully 
recognized before the work of estab- 


can be well begun. The President is 
wise in insisting upon this as the first 
and all-essential condition to be ac- 
ceded to by the Filipinos. This point 
conceded, and our authority  thor- 
oughly established throughout the 
archipelago, all other desired condi- 
tions will be comparatively easy of 
practical realization. 

The proclamation issued by our 
commissioners is to be translated into 
all the languages spoken in the isl- 
ands, in order that its contents may 
be known to every inhabitant. The 
manner in which it will be received is 
at present somewhat conjectural. 
Theré are the best of reasons: for 
believing, however, that when our real 
intentions are known to the Filipinos— 
when they comprehend the fact, in its 
full significance, that our intentions 
are friendly, not hostile—they wil] 
submit,to the inevitable with good 
grace, and will codperate with us in 
the establishment of a just and liberal 
government in the islands. Such, at 
all events, will be their course if they 
be not further betrayed to their un- 
doing. by unscrupulous, fanatical, and 
ignorant leaders, who’ aim at their 
Own aggrandizement instead of at the 
their country.

RED CROSS HOSPITAL SERVICE. 

At the request of the President and 
other officials of the United States 
government, the Red Cross is about to 
establish, in Cuba, a hospital service 
to assist in the care of the sick and 
homeless people of the island, and also 
to provide a place where Americans 
can be given, in case of need, such 
care and attention as they would receive 


States. The service to be rendered by 
the Red-Cross will be auxiliary to 
other relief work by the government, 
and will be purely of a hospital na- 
ture—the care of the sick and the 
temporary sheltering of the homeless. 
The supervision and protection of the 
military government established in 
Cuba will be extended to the Red 
Cross work. 

Miss Clara Barton, president of the 
American National Red Cross, has is- 
sued an appeal to the people of the 
United States, inviting their support 
in the enterprise above referred to. 
Miss Barton states that, “in spite of 
all that has been done on all sides for 
the mitigation of the woes of these 
war-scourged wrecks of humanity, 
there yet remains a work to do—a 
work, in view of which we may not 
approvingly close our eyes, nor fold 
our hands—but, not, we trust, of in- 
finite continuance.” The belief is en- 
tertained that the people of the island 


will be equal to providing for their 


Own needs when once they have been 
well relieved, the proper provisions 
made, and suitable methods. inaugu- 
rated. Miss Barton says: 
’ “In carrying out successfully our 
present mission to Cuba, the Red Cross 
will depend entirely upon. the active 
coéperation of our many friends, and 
the generous support of the American 
people—that support and codédperation 
which in the eighteen years of the ex- 
istence and labors of the Red Cross in 
this country has never for a moment 
failed nor faltered. The trust of the 
people of the United States in the 
good faith and work of their Red Cross 
is equaled only by its. trust in 
them. We shall commence 
work directly by an augmentation in 
Cuba of the force of workers we have 
there at present, and whom we have 
continued to sustain and provide for 
from the first. As the Red Cross in 
no way takes up the providing for the 
well, able-bodied persons on the island, 
either Cuban or American, for whom 
the government makes provision, the 
necessities will be more uniform, and 
the relief more concentrated in kind. 
Besides funds, the need of which  al- 
ways goes without saying, will be re- 
quired medicines; delicate, wholesome 
and sustaining food for persons too 
feeble to work, and who would be sub- 
jects for hospital life, if the hospitals 
existed for them; suitable clothing for 
the same class of unfortunate people, 
men, women and children; bedding 
without stint, and all that goes to 
make up the comfort, so far as possi- 
ble, of hospital life.” —- 

Among the staple articles - needed 
are mentioned the following: Con- 
densed- and malted milk, dried fruits, 
well protected cereals, rice, properly- 
canned foods, meat extracts, “ soups, 
etc. The hospital service of the Red 
Cross in the Philippines is also to be 
expanded, in view of the active mili- 
tary operations there and the ap- 
proach of the rainy season, and repre- 
sentatives are to be sent from head- 
quarters to codéperate with the staff 
already in the field. Additional funds 
are needed to carry on this work suc- 
cessfully.

MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


For the eighth concert of the season, 


yesterday afternoon, ‘the Symphony 


chestra presented Beethoven’s immor- 
tal Fifth, with its deliciously melodic 
themes that weave in and out among 
the magnificent elaboration of orches- 
tration in all the movements. Mr. 
Hamilton's forces did exceptionally 
creditable work .all through the num- 
ber, and much more than redeemed 
themselves for their shortcomings in 
the Hungarian Rhapsodie, which, with 
its tremendous ‘exactions, is as yet 
beyond their grasp in some ways. But 
then, that Rhapsodie is a serious prop- 
osition to the most seasoned musicians, 
and its difficulties of tempo, interval 
and entrance are only possible of 
adequate accomplishment to an or- 
ganization which has played together 
for many seasons instead of parts of 
two. Under any circumstances the 
wonderful composition is electric in its 
effect, and the orchestra was greeted 
at its conclusion, yesterday, with the 
most prolonged and spontaneous ap- 
plause of the afternoon. Mozart’s 
“Don Juan” overture opened the pro- 
gramme and Cherubini’s “Anacreon” 
closed the concert.

Eulogizes the Way the Popular Loan

The last previous communication 
from the expedition was from Ushu- 
ala, the southern’ point of Terra: del 
Fuego, December 4, 1897, stating that 
on the next day the steamer would 
sail for the unknown south. Originally 
the purpose was to return last fall 
and refit at Melbourne, Australia, but 
today’s dispatch makes it certain that 
the Belgio party was the first to winter 
south of the Antarctic Circle. 


GUNBOAT FOR BLUEFIE'DS.

It condemned the 
action of thé°old ‘board in discharg- 
ing her, holding that such action was 
illegal. In substance the opinion was 
that in as Mrs. Wadleigh was paid 
by the month, she could be. discharged 
only at the end of a month, and then 
only for just cause; that she should 
have charges preferred against 
according to the city charter, and b° 
given a chance to answer them. 
opinion said that neither misconduct 
in office nor gross immorality was 
charged sagainst Mrs. Wadleigh, the 
old boarl had no right to discharge 
her until the end of the month, and 
only on one of the two chatges 
“mentioned. Quoting from the city 
charter, the opinion reads that ‘‘the 
boerd of library directors shall have 


the power to appoint a librarian and 
necessary assistants and such other 
-employés 4s may be necessary, and 


‘for good cause remove them.” 
“Did cause exist,”” the opinion con- 
'tinues, ‘other tean those spect- 
fied in the Civil Code, to-wit.: Mis- 
conduct in office or gross immorality, 
the board of library directors would 
have had, under the charter, the power 
to remove Mrs. Wadleigh as librarian 
at the end of the month, but this r>- 
moval could only have been brought 
about after the filing of charges 
against her, opportunity given her for 
defense and hearing in the nature 
of a judicial hroceeding.”’ After quot- 
ing from legal authorities at some 
length. Mr. Haas says: “The board of 
library directors have the right to re- 
move only for good cause.” In clos- 
ing. the opinion says: ; 

“Tl arrive at the conclusion that Mrs. 

Wadleigh has never been legally re- 
moved ‘from her position as librarian, 
and that she was such librarian on the 
3ist day of March 1899, the date upon 
which she presented her resignation to 
your board; that she is entitled to re- 
ceive her salary up to date that such 
resignation is accepted, if your hon- 
orable body sees fit to accept the same: 
and that unless you accept the same 
she will continue to be legally ap- 
pointed and acting librarian of the 
Los Angeles Public Library. 
“There having been no vacancy in the 
office of librarian, it was incompetent 
for your predecessors to appoint anyone 
in place of Mrs. Wadleigh and such 
appointment is therefore void.’’ 

Although the report of the City At- 
torney was filed without the board hav- 
ing taken any official action on it, it 
caused no small amount of discussion 
and tended to color resolutions 
which were adopted relative to. the 
resignation of Mrs. Wadleigh. In con- 
sidering the resignation there was 
an expression on the part of some of 
the trustees which differed from the 
opinion of the City Attorney. It was 
to the effect that an adoption of the 
opinion of Mr. Haas would establish. 
a precedent, which might cause trou- 
ble to the board in the future. 

This dissension is best expressed in 
the words of Trustee O'Melveny, who 
east the only dissenting vote when the 
following resolution was adopted: 
“Moved by Mathews that since -Mrs. 
Harriet C. Wadleigh appears to. be 
the librarian under*® the laws as ex- 
pounded by the City Attorney, she be 
so regarded: that she continue in the 
discharge of the duties of said of- 
fice: that consideration of her resigna- 
tion be postponed, to be taken up and 
disposed of at the pleasure of the board, 
and that Miss Celia Gleason resume 
her duties as assistant librarian.” 

In casting his vote ‘‘nay,’’ Mr. O’Mel- 
veny said it was “for the reason that 
he anticipated the passing of the res- 
olution would establish a precedent 
which might work injuriously to the 
discipline of the library force and per- 
haps the police aud fire departments. 

“The charter provides the same lim- 
itations on the directors as to their 
power of removal of assistants as of 
librarians. A _ precedent for one is 
good as to the other. Removals for 
cause presuppose-a tribunal that: can 
pass upon the cause. All civil serv- 
ice schemes provide such a_ tribunal. 
We have _ in this city civil service in 
the library, and nowhere else, and no 
tribunal to pass upon the merits or d>- 
merits of any particular case. 

“It surely cannot be intended to com- 
pel this board of trustees to be the 
judges as well as the prosecutors. If 
the City Attorney can eliminate the 
vrovision of the contract that Mrs. 
Wadleigh should hold ‘at pleasure’ of 
the board: and if no assistant can be 
removed without a hearing and trial 
for any reason except misconduct or 
gross immorality: and there is no trib- 
unal appointed to hear or determine 
the charges, then the directors have 
virtually no control over the discip- 
line of the force.” 

The trustee quoted gave his opinion 
at length that his object in voting 
against the resolution might not he 
misconstrued to mean an intent to 
oust the librarian. bherause 


might at some future time be injuri- 


ove to the control of the library force.

RESERVOIR TO BE COVERED. 
Stipulation Between City and 
Water Company. 
City Attorney Haas has filed ji 
s n De- 
partment Two of the Superior Court 
a stipulation which he has_ entered 
into with the City Water Company 
whereby $15,000 of the money now in 
the hands of the receivers of the Crys- 
tal Springs Land and Water Com- 


pany is to be used in putting a cover 
on the Bellevue Reservoir: 

The cover for the reservoir was rec- 
ommended |by the City Health Officer 
and it was decided that the money for 
such a covering should come out of the 
receipts from the water company. By 
the terms of the stipulation the city 
cannot lose anything through the ex- 
penditure of the $15,000. S. G. Murphy 
receiver for the Crystal Springs Land 
and Watey Company, has now in his 
possession $160,000. 

The agreement provides that in case 
the city is adjudged to be entitled to 
any of the money in the hands of the 
receiver, that amount shall not be 
diminished through the exvenditure of 
the $15,000, but that if any of the money 
is awarded to the company and it is 
necessary to diminish the total amount 
on account of the expenditure, it shal] 
be taken first from the share of the 
Crystal Springs Land and Water Com- 
pany and second from the share of the 
Los Angeles City Water Company. 

The water company held that the 
cover could be secured only with money 
in the hands of the receiver, as the 
Crystal Springs company is without 
funds, except what is obtained from 
the Los Angeles City Water Company 
for water. The city objected to the 
receiver's paying for the cover, be- 
cause the Bellevue reservoir is not 
included in the plant for which the city 
is negotiating. Therefore the stipula-

MAY HAVE A “DEWEY DAY.’’ 


National Monument Committee Sug- 
gests it to Mayor Eaton. 
Paul Latzke, secretary of the Na- 
tional Monument Committee of New 
letter to 
Mayor Eaton, in which he requests the 


citizens of Los Angeles to celebrate a} 


“Dewey day” in May to aid the Na- 
tional Monument Assdéciation. 


The letter says that a brass gun, 


weighing about two thousand pounds}. 


was brought to this country from Ma- 
nila on the dispatch boat McCulloch 
and presented with Admiral Dewey's 
compliments to the national monument 
fund. The gun originally formed a 
part of the defense or Corregidor Isl- 
and, Manila Bay. After the Spaniards 
abandoned the island, the Filipinos 
seized the gun and threw up earth- 
works, when on the orders of Dewey 
the McCulloch seized it. 

It is the intention of the National 
Monument Committee to donate this 
gun, properly mounted and accom- 
panied by an appropriate letter from 
Admiral Dewey, to the city, town or 
village which shall contribute the most 
toward the fund for the erection of a 
memorial to the dead of the late war. 
Donations will be judged in accordance 
with the size of the towns from which 
they come. 

The National Committee has already 
raised $100,000 and desires to double the 
amount. The letter suggests that an 
entertainment be held on ‘‘Dewey day” 
and the proceeds of it be used toward 
swelling the fund for the _ national 
memorial. Mayor Eaton referred the 
communication to the Army and Navy 
League. 


BUILDING ORDINANCE COMMITTEE. 


Mayor Appoints Mcn to Revise Ex- 
isting Statutes. 

In compliance with a request from 
the Council, made at the suggestion of 
Building © Superintendent Hudson, 
Mayor Eaton has appointed the fol- 
lowing persons to constitute a Build- 
ing Ordinance Committee: 

Octavius Morgan and Theodore A. 
Eisen, representing the Los Angeles 
Chapter of the American Institute of 
Architects; Contractor C. J. Kubach, 
representing the Builders’ Exchange; 
Councilman C. H. Toll, J. C. Stone, 
manager of the Board of Fire Under- 
writers; Chief of the Fire Department 
Walter Moore and Building Superin- 
tendent Frank D. Hudson. 

If approved by the Council, this cam- 
mittee will revise the present building 
ordinances and form new ones, revise. 
the fire limits of the city, and upon the 
adoption of its work by the Council, 
will cause to be printed 500 copies of 
the new ordinance for distribution. 
These copies will be bound in cloth and 
will be paid for by the city. The mem- 
bers of the committee are to serve 
without pay. 

The appointment of this committee 
is the outcome of the recommendation 
of Mr. Hudson to the City Councfl, in 
which he represented that viclations of 
the building crdinance were caused on 
account of a lack of information abcut 
the ordinances on the part of contract- 
ors rather than a desire on the part 
of the contracters to evade the ordi- 
nances. Hudson says’ the _ present 
ordinances, being several years od, 
are inapplicable to the needs of the 
city and that they should be revised. 
The matter was referred to the Mavor 
by the Council at its meeting last week. 


Smalipox is Decreasing. 

The smallpox situation in Los An- 
geles remains the same as it was Sun- 
day night, there having been no n-w 
cases since Sunday. There were sev- 
ral cases reported to the health office 
yesterday, but upon investigation a1 
of them turned out to be other @¢is- 
eases. There are row su-nects. 
whose cond't'on has not been’ deter- 
mined. Health Officer Powers is 
pleased over the situation. end thinks 
that the disease in the city is decreas- 
ing. There are very few cases of ill- 
ness from contagious d'sease in the 
city. aside from smallpox. and the 
number of these cases is gradual'y de- 
creasing.

malt in bottles. also bearing revenue 
stamps’ The City Attcrney will pre- 
pare and publish an opinion on the 
subject in a few days.

O'KEEFE GOES FREE. 


WITNESSES FOR THE PROSECUTION 
REALLY FOR THE DEFENSE.

Cea Mallory, ex-District Attorney’s 
‘Detective, Used His Official 
Knowledge in the Cause of the 

Defense—The Gebhardt Case Dis. 

missed. 


The trial of William O'Keefe, which, 
from the initial stage of examination 
through the devious entanglements 
caused by the defendant jumping his 
bail, has been a fiasco from beginning 
to end, culminated yesterday in the ac- 
quittal of the defendant and his dis- 
charge from custody. 

The evidence produced by the de- 
fense tended to strengthen the. case 
of the prosecution, strange as that 
may appear. Not the case that the 
prosecution hoped and believed, from 
the testimony given by their witnesses 
at the preliminary examination, that 
they could make out, but the case that 
the witnesses themselves made out 
after having performed the feat of 
swallowing their own words. These, 
including ‘Doc’’ Anderson, who was 
the prosecuting witness, lined up be- 
hind the defense, and the witnesses 
for the defense in turn lined up behin 
them. 

One of these was George E. Mason, 
a witness who told a smooth story and 
was circumspect enough to name his 
place of residence as Dawson City, 
and the one man who could testily 
to his business as being dead. He 
said he was in the city and was just 
entering the’ Elite saloon with J. Wat- 
kins when the shooting occurred. He 
saw a man run down the saloon with 
uplifted cane, saw him grapple with 
the defendant for the gun, and in the 
melée heard two shots fired. The de- 
fendant, he said, had entered the sa- 
loon just ahead of him, and he was 
sure he had no gun in his hand at that 
time. 

On cross-examination this witness 
said he was a mining expert and had 
his headquarters at Dawson City, but 
had an option on a claim at -Rands- 
burg and came to Los Angeles to see 
about it, but found that the attorney, 
Jay Hunter; was de He had never 
mentioned to anyone having been pres- 
ent in the saloon at the time of the 
shooting, but all the same he was sub- 
poenaed by the defense last Tuesday. 
Witness didn’t know who had served 
the subpoena beyond the fact that 
he was a tall man with a moustache. 
He conceded that he had met O’ Keefe, 
in Seattle, but had had no dealings 
with him. ; 

J. Watkins, who proclaimed himself 
a theatrical manager, and ex-saloon- 
keeper from Randsburg, duplicated the 
testimony given by Mason. He also 
confessed to having: seen O’Keefe at 
Seattle, but returned to Los Angeles, 
4 week ago, his family residing here. 
Being asked by Mr. Jones why he had 
not volunteered his testimony before, 
he replied that he and Mason had 
talked it over and didn’t want to be 
mixed up in the case. Watkins, like 
his friend, the previous witness, had 
never breathed to a soul that he knew 
anything about the casc, but some- 
how the tall man with the moustache 
got on his trail, and put a subpoena 
into his hands also. 

“How did it come about that you 
testify in this ease?” inquired the 
prosecuting attorney, thirsting for in- 
formation on the point. The query gave 
the witness the opportunity to answer 
the question, and address the jury at 

» same time. 
et will tell vou the truth about it 
if you want to know,” and Watkins 
bent forward and with virtuous in- 
dignation continued: ‘I consider it 
is a duty one man owes to another 
to come forward, when he considers 
that the accused person was justified 

“what -he did.” 
if you felt in duty bound to 
speak, why not have come forward 
at the preliminary examination? in-

I didn’t think he would be 
held, and I thought there were enough 
itnesses without me.” 
iThat let Mr. Watkins out; and the 
defense called the defendant himself to 
the witness stand. _ O'Keefe is appar- 
ently an intensely nervous man, and 
his wife during the trial was kept 
employed pretty continuously in whis- 
pering to him and soothing the ner- 
vous irritability that kept him shifting 
uneasily in his chair most of the time. 
Upon the witness stand he told a very 
plausible story that grooved fairly well 
with the statements made by the othe 
witnesses, who testified in his behalf. 
In substance it was somewhat as fol- 
the morning of February 16,” 
began the defendant, ‘‘I met Mr. Cun- 
ningham. He had been drinking, and 
his wife had been trying to persuade 
him to go home, but failing in that I 
stayed with him all day. In the even- 
ing we met his wife and another lady 
just outside of Allen’s furniture store, 
above whith the Cunninghams had 
their rooms.

Next minute I was struck 
on the cheek by Bob Anderson and 
knocked down, and while I lay there 
Cunningham and he kicked me and I 
became unconscious. When I came to, 
all the men were gone. My face was all 
cut and covered with blood, and the 
barkeeper was washing the blood 
splashes off the wall. He assisted me 
in washing my face, and I picked up a 
hat lying there—I found it was not my 
own—and left the saloon. I was living 
on Twelfth street near Vernon, and 
had to take the Pico car. The cars 
ran every twenty minutes or half .an 
hour—I have waited three-quarters of 
an hour for one—and so I walked to 
Fourth street and stood in a doorway 
waiting for a car. It didn’t come, and 
so I thought I would return to the sa- 
loon in the meanwhile and get my own 
hat: My own was a black derby, and 
the one I had taken was a brown Fe- 
dora. My lip and face were cut, and I 
held my handkerchief up to hide the 
wounds and to prevent attention being 
attracted, and in that way reéntered 
the Elite saloon. Just as I entered I 
noticed some one coming toward me 
with an uplifted cane, and some one 
else called out, ‘Look out.’ I didn’t 
know whet to do. I had had my pistol 
in my pocket all day, and through the 
previous trouble hadn't used it, and 
didn’t expect to use it then, but I 
pulled it out just as the man was on 
top of me. .He struck at me with the 
cane and then grabbed hold of the gun, 
and we scuffied over it. I didn't know 
if I fired it or not in the struggle, and 
I can't say how many times it went off. 
As soon as it was discharged, ‘Doc’ 
Anderson went behind the bar, and 
some one said: ‘Give me that gun.’ from

where he was standing behind me. ‘+ 


was the witness De Garmo, and I gave 
the pistol to him. I had ample oppor- 
tunity I had wanted to fire again 
before giving up the pistol, but I had 
nothing against. *“Doc’ Anderson, and he 
really had been acting as peacemaker 
through my trouble with his brother. 
At that time I didn’t see Bob Anderson 
at all, and I went out and went to my 
home on Twelfth street. Later, I 
started: downtown and surrendered to 
the officers wham I met on the way to 
my place.’’ 

Upon cross-examination O’ Keefe. de- 
nied jumping his bail. He said he 
went to San Francisco to get $100 that 
he was told he would have to get, but 
he was unsuccessful in raising the 
money. Being asked why he didn’t 
get his bondsmen to pay his railway 
fare rather than let them im for $3000, 
the defendant had no satisfactory re- 
ply to make. He did say, however, 
that he had been negotiating with his 
bondsmen with a view to liquidate the 
indebtedness. 

“What was your business in this 
city?’’ queried Mr. Jones. 

“In February, 1897, I was in the in- 
surance business,’’ was the reply. 

“And what did you do up north?” 

“T ha@ a cigar business in Seattle, 
and sold it out prior to making prep- 
aration to coming back here.” 

“Have you done business with ‘Doc’ 
Anderson since the shooting?” 

“Positively not.” 

“You didn’t meet in San Francisco 
and fix the matter up?”

der.” ar. extremely difficult charge to 
prove. Wneer a Supreme Court deci- 
sion, however, it is compulsory that 


the charge: set out in the complaint} 


upon which the arrest is made shall 


be followed in the information, and | 


the faultiness of the complaint was 
the mistake of the then junior deputy 
district attorney. Attorney Copeland, 
who, at that time, was O’Keefe’s at- 
torney, went to San Diego and, as a 
mater of friendship to him, and as a 
mere formality, as he explained, two 
citizens there went sureties on the 
$3000 bond of the defendant they had 
never seen. Then O’Keefe skipped out 
and for a long. time the case» was 
shelved, the forfeiture of the defend- 
ant’s bond having been treated as a 
mere formal order. When the matter 
was ventilated by The Times, suit weg 
brought, but the papers sent for filing 
in San Diego county got lost in the 
shuffie for a time, and when the pres- 
ent administration entered wvon its 
duties in the District Attorney's office 
it was discovered that the suit filed in 
San Diego was. no good, anyway. The 
law provides that before the District 


Attorney can bring suit in any other 


county, the Board of Supervisors must 
give their consent. In this case such 
consent had never been obtained. 
Then. when O’Keefe was brought from 
Seattle under extradition papers, Con 
Mallory, ex-District Attorney’s detec- 
tive. was retained by the defense. He 
knew all that had been developed in 
connection with the case, inasmuch as 
it was his duty to be cognizant of just 
such facts when he was under Dist.- 
Atty. Donnell, and the testimony ad- 
duced during the present trial illus- 
trates how clearly the issues wera met 
and the testimony of the. preliminary 
examination reversed.

Mrs. Garland Says Her Signature 
Was Forged. 
The suit.of Charles E. Howland, doing 
business as the Howland Nursery Co., 
against Mrs. W. Garland, et al., to re- 
cover $214.75, is on trial in Judge York’s 
department, the court sitting without 
a jury. 

The action is one on appeal “from the 


Township Court, and would not be of 


interest were it not that an element of 
alleged forgery had been injected into 
it. In September, 1898, it is averred 
that one of the agents of the nursery 
company, seeing ihe grounds of the 
Arizona railway magnate’s— residence 
at Eighth street and Westlake avenue 
very bare, sought to make a trade. Mr. 
Garland referred the inan .» his wife. 
and the lady, at different times, ordered 
Shrubs and plants for delivery in No- 
vember and December. so it is con- 
tended, that aggregated in value the 
amount. claimed.

In that suit it was 
alleged that Bryant had represented 
the note to be a good note, when Miss 
Lewis was really insolvent, and that 
with the mortgage it was worth $1750. 
The land was represented to be good 
land. and that Miss Lewis intended to 
move upon it and erect a home for her- 
self. but Bryant consented to transfer 
it to Mrs. Hoxcie for its face value.

HOW A MONEY-LENDER EVADED 
THE LAW. 


Facts of the Case Against Hubbard | 
That Was Airily Dismiseed by 
the Finance Committee — False 

Affidavits. 


The charges recently brought against 
Hubbard & Spoor of Redlands, and the 
methods of the late City Assessor, by 
Herbert Earlscliffe of Santa Barbara, 
were of such a serious character, and 
the matter is one which so vitally af- 
fects municipal government, that an ih- 
véstigation is strictly in order. The 
subject was disposed of by the Finance’ 
Committee of the City Council on a 
technicality, and was thereupon taken 


up by a Times reporter, and an exami- |} 


nation of the public records made, 
without reference to the statements of 
individuals. The facts there disclosed 
show gross carelessness and violation 
of the law in the Assessor's office, and 
false statements under oath and tax- 
dodging on the part of certain money- 
lenders. 

The public is not interested in the 
private claims of Mrs. Harriet Harvey 
or Earlscliffe, but it is fair to state 
that they cannot be accused of not hav- 
ing paid up everything against them, 
although they bought the property in- 
volved after the first Monday in 
March. In fact, the City Attorney’s 
ruling against them was based upon 
their having paid up all the taxes, so 
that the city could raise no claim 
to act on. The facts, so far as they 
concern the public, as ascertained from 
the records, are: 

The Political Code of California, sec- 
tion 3627, in defining the duties of as- 
sessors, States, among other things, 
that for the purpose of taxation mort- 
gages shall be deemed an interest in 
the land, and shall be assessed for tax- 
ation’ the same as other property, and 
that a@ny agreement whereby the bor- 
rowers shall pay the tax thereon is ut- 
terly null and void. Under the law, 
therefore, it is the duty of the As- 
sessor to assess all mortgages appear- 
ing of record on the first Monday of 
March in each year, regardless of any 
agreements or statements on the rt 
of the borrower and lender. The Con- 
stitution also provides that property- 
owners shall render a true statement, 
under oath, each year, to the Assessor, 
of all property owned by them on the 
first Monday in March, and failure to 
do so would probably relieve the As- 
sessor’s bondsmen from liability a0 far 
as the individual is concerned, but the 
two laws have no connection, and are 
not interdependent. That is, the As- 
sessor’s violation of his public duty is 
not excused by the fatlure of any one 
else. 

It was claimed, and the Recorder's 
books actually show, that four separ- 
ate mortgages, aggregating $16,000, 
were held by A. G. Hubbard for a con- 
siderable time before March 1, 1898. 
and were not: paid and released until 
September, 1898, but notwithstanding 
they were not assessed that year by the 
City Assessor. Under the Constitu- 
tion it is equally the duty of the 


for taxation by a sworn statement, as 
of the holders of any other kind of 
property. In the City Clerk’s office 
is the statemént of A. G. Hubbard for 
1898. sworn to before B. F. Lewis as 
Deputy Assessor, by E. H. Spoor as 
agent, describing several pieces of real 
estate, but including no mortgeges at 
all. The affidavit is to the effect that 
this is a complete list of ali the prop- 
erty held by Hubbard subject to taxa- 
tion. Why the mortgages above re-. 
ferred to are not included in thig 
statement is a question to be ans- 
wered. They are recorded respectively 


571, page 278, and 674, page 64. 

If it is a fault of the property-owner 
to fail to make any return, he at least 
is guilty of no deception, and is the 
sufferer if any error occurs, whereas 
the money-lender, who makes a false 
return, is the gainer by having the 
gross rate of interest named in his 
mortgage become the net rate, and the 
unfortunate borrower, in many cases 
ignorant of the law and of his rights, 
has virtually to pay double taxes. It 
is a popular idea that the borrower 
can compel the lender to pay the mort- 
gage tax in any event, but owing toa 
echnical omission in the law, that 
rule applies only where the mortgage 
is actually assessed, hence the tincen- 
tive of the lender to stand in with 
the Assessor. The Times has in its 
possession letters written by both Hub- 
bard and Spoor in relation to some 
mortgages held by them, and on which 
they paid no taxes, which tend to show 
that they counted in advance upon pay- 
ing none. In Hubbard’s letter he 
says, among Other things: ‘‘I certainly 
had no idea of our being called on to 
pay the city taxes, as they were not 
assessed dgainst the property, and I 
well knew they would not be.’’ Spoor’s 
letter. on the same subect, tells how 
they planned, when making the loans, 
to escape taxation, and adds the fol- 
lowing candid but remarkable state- 
ment: ‘‘Now the very event which we 
thought might happen and which we 
figured upon as a possibility and in 
consideration which, and of that 
alone, Mr. ubbard finally .con- 
sented to make the loans, has hap- 
pened.” ' 

The public would naturally inquire 
and like to know how these money- 


that they would not be taxed, for if 
it was legal the other lenders’ would 
undoubtedly like to “catch on’ to the 
trick. The scheme could not be suc- 
cessful without the connivance of the 
Assessor. or extreme .ignorance on his 
part. for the law directs that officer to 
asséss all mortgages as shown of rec- 
ord. and forbids recognition of any pri- 
vate agreements.

Aftother case in point is that of a 
mah* named Rimpau, against whom 
foreclosure proceedings were instituted 
last fall by Hubbard, who bought up 
a mortgage against him on October 27, 
and on November 7 began the pro- 
ceedings to’ foreclose. The mortgage 
was purchased of the Security Savings 
Bank, and,. though that institution 
claims to have allowed Hubbard @ de- 
duction of the taxes, and to hold his 
receipt for the same, he would: not 
grant it to Rimpau when the property 
was redeemed, on the technical ground 
that it had not been assessed.

the life of Christ, coming back to his 
studio in gloomy Cambio and to his 
square-headed master, whom he seems 
to have loved, while he brings home 
new ideas, fresh memories of -Umbrian 
landscape and of peasant girls whom 
he met going to and from mass, whose 
modest looks and golden hair- he notes 
as studies for madonnas. The slim 
trees, blue hills, fleecy, pink-touched 
clouds, little, towered mediaeval towns, 
and the poetic light over all which 
Raphael delighted ever: to reproduce, 
are of the Umbrian hill. ecountry—home 
of the mystic, the dreamer of ideal 
beauty, the painter whd dwells in the 
courts of celestial love. wee 

ACTIVB PER[OD IN FLORENCE. | 

After returnifg in 1504 to Urbina, 
recognized already as a painter of 
rare promise in his native city, and 
painting while there for the Duke of 
Guidobaldo some notable pictures, such 
as the “St. Michael,” the “St. George’ 
and “Christ in the Garden of Olives,” 
he was drawn, as it would seem, ir- 
resistably to Florence. He went with 


a flattering letter from the Duchess| 


Giovanni della Rovere.* His second 
artistic life commenced at this center 
of art in Italy and at that time of 
the world. Raphael is sometimes said 
to belong to the Florentine school. He 
belonged in a more original sense to 
the Umbrian school, and when he went 
finally to Rome he became the founder 
of the second greater Roman school. 
so that his short life divides itself into 
three periods. The second, or Flor- 
entine, represents a very active and 
growing time between 1504 and 1508. 
The great masters, Leonardo da Vinci 
and Michael Angelo, were at the height 
6f their power. Raphael was es- 
pecially drawn to the study of the 
works of two Florentine painters, Mas- 
accio and Fra Bartolommeo, different 
from each other but both fitted to ex- 
ert a healthful influence; while Michael 
Angelo, more distantly viewed and 
guardedly approached, fulfilled the pur- 
pose of mightily stimulating his cre- 
ative power, and lifting his genius into 
a sublimer sphere in which he was not 
a copyist but a rival of the great Flor- 
entine. The frescoes of Masaccio in 
the Carmine church at Florence, with 
their. touches of landscape and their 
large, free and correct drawing of the 
human form, were fresh fruits of the 
advancing Renaissance, when art had 
been brought back to nature through 
the antique. This was intensely sym- 
pathetic to Raphael’s observation of 
nature and of the beauties of the cre- 
ated world and humanity. He was in 
his nature a Greek—a lover of beauty. 
He acknowledged his debt to Masaccio 
by closer and more vigorous following 
of nature; but he was endeared to Fra 
Bartolommeo, whose gentle and mod- 
erate spirit was akin to his own, and 
who was a master of a solid style. Bar- 
tolommeo was a painter of deep de- 
votion, moved, it is thought, by the 
spiritual influence of Savonarola. 

Raphael, while at Florence, painted 
some thoroughly religious pictures. 
such as the ‘“‘Borghese Entombment,” 
marked by a beauty and dignity of de- 
sign that was lifted out of ecclesiastic 
art, by a bolder copying of nature and 
bv the science of the Florentine school 
in perspective and the freer study of 
the nude. His studies also in sculpture 
and architecture showed his compre- 
hensive search of the harmonious re- 
lations of all arts and his thirst for 
knowledge in the wide realm of art. 
But the unequaled grace and sweet- 
ness were all his own. 

This Florentine period was a wonder- 
fully prelific one. Most of his loveliest 
madonnas were painted at this time, 


including the ‘Madonna .del Gran 
Duca,” the “‘Ansidei Madonna” and 
“La Bella Giordiniera.” The ‘“Ma- 


donna del Baldacchino”’ owed some- 
thing, it is said, to Fra Bartolommeo’s 


hand. and the painting was afterward. 


completed rather awkwardly by Ghir-. 
landajo. Raphael in his ardent march 
on was careléss of fame,.seeking to 
attain loftier heights and desptsing the 
steps he had already mounted.

. Discussions of the First Day’s Ses- 


sion—Reception at Shakespeare 
Clab—The San Pasquali Company 
Making o Fresh Attempt to Sell 
Water—The Soldiers’ Plans. 


PASADENA, April 4.—[ Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The seventeenth session of the 
Woman's Parliament of Southern California 
opened in the Universalist urch here this 
morning with a large attendance from the 
southern part of the State.

The programme opened with a vocal trio 
by Miss Helen Carter, Miss Stoutenburgh 
and Mrs. J. G. Rossiter, all of Pasadena. 
Mrs. A. P. Morse of San Bernardino read a 
paper on “‘What Have Fraternal Societies 
Done for Women?” endeavoring to show 
that these societies have broadened the 
lives of women, have added to their social 
pleastires and have been influential in char- 
acter development. . Mrs, Madison of Los 
Angeles spoke on the same subject. Mrs.

—-ter-which Mrs..Howe of Los Angeles spoke, | 
strongly advocating the cultivation of fra- 


cussed “‘Fraternal Societies for Women,” af-

WATER NEGOTIATIONS. 


There was a joint meeting of the direc- 
tors of the two local water companies this 
afternoon, to consider a proposition from 
the San Pasqual Company for an increase 
of their water supplies. The San Pasqual 
Company evidently has come to the ‘con- 
clusion that the city will not accept its 
offer to sell 400 inches of water from the 
Chapman ranch for $400,000, for it is now 
trying hard to sell this same water to these 
old companies.

They wanted the companies to 
close a deal right up for 150 inches apiece, 
to be paid for as it flowed into the reser- 
voirs in this city.

Some of the directors think that 
if they should load this additional burden 
on their plants, they would stand a slim 
chance of selling out to the city.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


PROJECT FOR INCREASING DEPTH 
OF WATER OVER BAR. 


Compulsory Vaccination Deereed by 
Board of Education—City Elec- 
tion Caused Considerable tmter- 
est—Another Oriental Steamer 
Expected—Serious Accident. 


SAN DIEGO, April 4.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.}] An important undertaking designed 
to increase the depth of the water over the 
bar, at the entrance to San Diego Harbor, 
has been sanctioned by the government at 
Washington, and the Chamber of Commerc? 
will at once take steps to put the scheme in 
operation. The plan, as outlined by Capt. A. 
A. Polhamus of this city, in a paper read be- 
fore the Chamber of Commerce on February 
24 last, is to send down a diver from a tug- 
boat over the bar at ebb tide, and by means 
of a stream: foreed under great pressure 
through a nozzle, break the crust on the bar 
and cut a Channel through. As experiments 
elsewhere have shown, the strong ebb tide 
will greatly assist in the work and carry the 
disintegrated sand out to sea. The plan has 
been indorsed by Capt. Meyler of the engineer 
corps, in charge of harbor work here, a 


by Gen. Wilson, chief of the government en- 


gineers. About $1000 will be faised by the 
Chamber of Commerce with which to begin 
the work, and it is expected that a portion 
of the $65,000, soon to be available for the 
jetty here, can be diverted to the new work 
of deepening the bar. For generations past 
the bar has shown a depth at low tide of 
twenty-one and one-half feet. 
COMPULSORY VACCINATION. 

At last night’s meeting of the Board of 
Education, a rule was adopted by which all 
pupils who have not been vaccinated by April 
17 will be excluded fram the public schools. 
The Board of Education has been very back- 
ward in taking action in the matter, and it 
was only after the Judiciary Committee had 
made full and deliberate investigation of the 
matter that the compulsory rule was adopted.

TRUSTEES ORDER AN EXTENSION 
OF SEWER SYSTEM. 


Alleged Violation of the 10 O’clock 
Ordinance—City Officigls’ Sal- 
aries Fixed—Insanity Proceed- 
ings. 


SANTA ANA, April 4. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.]. Notwithstanding the fact that 
Santa Ana now has twenty miles of sewers, 
the Board of Gity Trustees Monday evening 
voted to make several extensions, necessitat- 
ing an additional expenditure of about $2500. 
The proposed extensions are on North Main 
street, beyond Seventeenth street, East First 
beyond the Santa Fé Railroad tracks, and 
West Fifth street to the Fifth-street school- 
house. Sewer bonds were voted about a year 
ago in the sum of $65,000, but in letting the 
contract for the construction of the system 
about $10,000 was saved, and from the action 
of the Board of tees it is the evident in- 
tention now to use a portion of this balance 
in putting in extensions to the already large 
system. The extensions proposed will add 
more than a mile to the present system. 

CITED TO APPEAR. 

Somewhat of a sensation was occasioned at 
the meeting of the Board of Trustees Monday 
evening, when President Avas called Council- 
man Edgar to the chair, and stated to the 
board that substantial evidence had come to 
him that saloons inthe city were not regarding 
the ordinance that all saloons should close at 
10 o'clock p.m. This, Mr. Avag stated, had 
been presented to him so’forcibly in regard 
to the Rossmore bar that he desired to make 
a motion that the proprietor of the Rossmore 
bar appear before the board at its regular 
meeting -and :show cause why his license 
should not be revoked. The motion occa- 
sioned some discussion, in which the state- 
ments were made that several others saloons 
were guilty of the same offense, and if an 
example were to be made of one, it should be 
made of al] the offenders. President Avas 
stated that from the information at hand he 
only felt justified in making the one com- 
plaint, but advised that if any other member 
of the board had sufficient evidence that the 
ordinance was being violated by other saloons 
it was his duty to report them to the board. 
The motion was ca and the clerk was 
instructed to notify the proprietor of the Ross- 
more bar to appear before the board at its 
next regular meeting. 

CITY OFFICIALS’ SALARIES. 

At the meeting of the Trustees Monday 
evening the following changes in galaries 
were made: City Recorder, reduced from $20 
per month to $15 per month; City Clerk, 
raised from $70 to $75 per month; City Attor- 
ney, raised from $45 to $60 per month. The 
City Marshal is to be paid the same as last 
year, $70 per month, and the Treasurer is to 
receive one-half of 1 per cent. of all except 
school moneys paid out. 


AN UNUSUAL CASE. 


A case of insanity proceedings will come 
before Judge Ballard of the Superior Court 
in this county tomorrow which will be the 
first recorded case of its kind in any of the 
courts in Southern California. During the 
month of January last, G. W. Scott of Ful- 
lerton was adjudged insane by a board of 
examiners, and was about to be committed to 
the asylum at Highland. Abt this time, how- 
ever, a sister of the unfortunate man came 
down from Venura and requested the court 
to permit herself and husband to care for her 
brother.
